PRESIDENT FINDS 
UREDIT SITUATION 
INU. S. IMPROVING 


Citing $24,000,000 Gain in 
Deposits for Week He 
Says Hoarding Has Ap- 
parently Ceased. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Presi- 
dent Hoover expressed encourage- 
ment over the credit situation to- 
day, saying figures showed hoafd- 
ingeiieney in the United States 
apparently had ceased, 

A gain of $24,000,000 was noted 
in deposits during the last week. 
The President also said that 
country bank failur that at one 
time averaged 25 a day had de- 
creased to a point where only 
seven out of 20,000 failed during 


the dast week. Fa 

He sees still another favorable 
factor—the situation in foreign ex- 
changes has so changed for the 
better that it is no longer profit- 
able to ship large quantities of 
gold out of this country. 

A gain in the prices paid for 
wheat and cotton was commented 
upon by him as well, in his regu- 
lar Friday press conference. 

The President’s statement said: 
“I am happy to note the very 
great change which is evident in 
the credit situation since the an- 
nouncement of financial plans on 
Oct. 7. 

“Following the abandonment of 
the gold standard in England, a 
wave of great apprehension spread 
over the country. Hoarding of cur- 
rency rose to the high point of 
$200,000,000 a week between that 
time and the announcement of the 
credit pool and other credit meas- 
ures. 

“Country bank failures had risen 
to nearly 25 a day during thes pe- 
riod. At the same time, the drain 
of gold abroad due to the alarm of 
foreign holders of American credits 
had in this period risen to as high 
as over $200,000,000 a week. 
“Evidence over the last week in- 
dicates that not only has hoarding 
ceased, but actually $24,000,000 of 
hoarded money has returned to the 
banks. The small bank failures 
have almost ceased-—the last report 
showing only seven out of 20,00 
total. 

“Foreign exchanges are returned 
to a basis at which it is no longer 
advantageous to ship gold abroad. 
“The practical effect of this recov- 
ery is shown in an increase in the 
price of wheat by 10 or 12 cents a 
bushel and edtton by $15 to $20 a 
bale.” 


GANDHI IN HIS “*MINUS FOURS” 
TO VISIT BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


He and Other Delegates to Round 
Table Conference Receive 
Royal Invitation. |

LONDON, Oct. 30.—Mehatma 
Gandhi and other delegates to the 
poe round table donference were 
nvited by the Lord Chamberlain 
today to attend a party at Buck- 
ingham Palace next Thursday. 
Commenting on his mode of 
dress, Gandhi said: “I will wear 
my habitual dress of ‘loin cloth, 
shawl and sandals. If the King or 
the Government prescribe Euro- 
pean or any other form of dress I 
will be obliged to decline the royal 
invitation. It must be remembered 
I am a humble servant of India’s 
impoverished millions and must 
dress as they dress—nothing more 


and nothing less. As a matter of 


fact the King’s invitation is uncon- 
ditional and stipulates no particu- 


lar mode of attire.’’

The State Bank of Keyesport, 40 
miles east of St. Louis, was robbed 


of $3500 today by five men, all.of 
whom were captured later. The 
luot was recovered. Four of the 
men were caught by a Sheriff’s 
posse in a wooded section within 
an hour'after the robbery, and the 
fifth was arrested in Carlyle, IIL, 
1m, the afternoon. 

Those arrested described them- 
selves as William Mansfield, 21 
years old, a St. Louis steel worker; 
Lloyd Lindsey, 25, of Madison; Ray 
Lowell, 24, of Granite City; Clar- 
ence Bolton, 26, and his brother, 
George, 24, both of Granite City. 
The prisoners are hcid in jail at 
Carlyle, seat of Clinton County. 
Leaving the bank, after locking 


the cashier, George W. Gum, and 
his assistant, Miss Lorena Durham, 
in the president’s office, the rob- 
bers drove south on a State high- 
way. Passing through Carlyle, 10 
miles away, they came upon Sheriff 
Erlanger and several of his depu- 
ties, whom Gum. had notified of the 
robbery. 
The officers set out in pursuit 
and. overhauled the. robbers’. car 
fear Beckeméyer, five iniles west. 
Thé robbers jumped out, leaped 
Over a fence and into the woods, 
abandoning their automobile and 
the loot. One of them, in clearing 
the fence, discharged his revolver, 
apparently inadvertently, and the 
shot was returned by one of the 
deputies. Neither found its mark. 
Four of the robbers, finding 
themselves surrounded, submitted 
to arrest without shooting. The 
fifth got away 1n the woods. This 
man, identified by Officials as 
Mansfield, was arrested by Wil- 
liam Ragen, former Sheriff of 
Clinton County, when he boarded 
a bus in Carlyle this afternoon. 
Authorities reported that $1000 
was found on Mansfield and $2500 
was recovered from the other four

Gum and Miss Durham. were 
alone in the bank at 10 o'clock 
when a man who proved later to 
be one of the robbers entered and 
engaged Durham in a conversation. 
He said he wanted to buy a farm. 

After a few minutes three men 
entered with drawn revolvers, and 
ordered Gum and Miss Durham 
into the bank president’s office. 
The fifth man remained at the 
wheel of their automobile. The 
four then went through the bank 
in unhurried fashion, scooping cur- 
rency from the vault and cashier's 
cage into a sack. They left after 
about 10 minutes, leaving not a 
penny behind them. 

When they had gone Gum ieft 
the bank through a window and 
telephoned to sheriffs of neighbor- 
ing counties asking them to watch 
for the robbers. 


UTILITY VALUATION BY STATE 
IS REDUCED BY $25,246,192 


Board of Equalization Fixes Total 
at $474.708.828, Reducing Tax 
Commission Figure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 30.— 
The State Board of Equalization 
has fixed a final assessed valuation 
of $474,708,828 for the property of 
eee railroads, street railways, 

elephone and electric companies 
and other public utilities directly aS 
sessed by State agencies, for 1931 
taxation. This is a reduction of 
$25,246,192 from valuations for last 
year and is a reduction of $38,261,- 
774 from the _ valuations recom- 
mended by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, which is the fact-finding body 
for the State Board of Equali 

The board so far has cut $160,- 
889,021 from the assessments 6? all 
classes of property in Missouri for 
1931 taxes, as compared to last 
year. 

The assessment reductions will 
involve a loss in revenue to the 
State Government of approximately 
$190,000 and a loss in revenue to 
the counties, municipalities, schoo] 
districts and other taxing subdivi- 
sions of approximately $2,500,000 
based on an average of local tax 
rates,

Comptroller in Statement 
Says No Provision for 
Maintenance Is Made, 
Cites Drop in Revenue. 


Mayor Miller’s proposed $23,750,- 
000 bond issue for new hospitals 
and a variety of other public im- 
provements was disapproved to- 
day by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, by a 2-to-l1 vote. 
This kills the proposal and it will 
not be submitted to the voters. 

The majority of the board felt 
it would be inopportune to lay 
bond proposals before the people 
now, in veiw of business conditions 
and the lack of municipal income 
to support additional facilities. 

Comptroller Nolte and President 
Neun of the Board of Alijermen 
voted against the bond ordinance, 


which was submitted to the Board 
of Estimate last Friday by Mayor 
Miller. The Mayor voted for it. His 
only comment after the vote was 
announced was: “The board has a 
right to do what it wants.”’ 

A'l bond issue ordinances must 
be approved by the Board of Lsti- 
mate before they can go to the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Nolte Issues Statement. 

Comptroller Nolte issued the fol- 
lowing statement; 

“I am opposed to another bond 
issue at this time for the following 
reasons; 

‘No provision has been made to 
maintain the proposed buildings 
and activities contemplated in the 
bond issue, although several bills 
were submitted to the Board of Al- 
dermen in the past few years seek- 
ing to derive revenue from new 
sources and to relieve, in part, the 
burden on real estate, but they did 
not meet with the poard’s approval 
and nothing came of them. 


“While the depression lasts it is 
going to be a more difficult matter 
for the city’s income to equal outgo 
than during what might be termed 
the boom period. A forerunner of 
such condition is evidenced in the 
great increase in delinquent real 
estaet and personal property taxes 
March 1, 1931, as compared to sim- 
ilar periods in former years, and in 
the decrease of license collections, 

‘During the first six months of 
the present year the city collected 
from the latter source $258,000 less 
than was collected in same period 
of 1930, which, in turn, was less 
than was collected first six months 
of 1929, naturally suggesting the 
question, ‘What will the decrease 
be in 1932 or in 1933 compared 
with former years, or how distant 
is it going to be before the tide 
turns?’ 

Until Times Are Better. 

“I am not in favor of a bond is- 
sue for any purpose until business 
revives and times are better, and 
our people are not distressed about 
how long their jobs will continue, 
or how long it will be until they 
may be forced to ask for assistance 
in keeping the wolf from the door. 
It is not the time, in my opinion, to 
present another bond issue to the 
people asking authority from them 
to increase their taxes through vot- 
ing for such a proposal. I woul 
not even submit it at this time, be- 
lieving that it would be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated and that the cost of 
an election, $40,000 or $50,000. 
would be simply adding that much 
more to the red, needlessly.’’ 


However, Comptroller Nolte an- 
nounced he favored submitting a 
bond issue for additional hospital 
facilities at the general election in 
November, 1932, provided the 


‘Board of Aldermen in the mean- 


time could find means of raising 
more revenue by taxation. 


Neun issued a_ statement in 


‘1which he said there was no evi- 


dence that the people wanted the 
bond issue at this time, and that 
until it was shown the people did 
desire it and until revenue became 
available to maintain additional 
facilities that would be created by 
the bond issue he would not favor 
the Mayor’s proposal.

TWO MINERS RESCUED 
AFTERS DAYS I PN 


Four Others Trapped by Explo- 
sion in Pennsylvania Shaft 
Found Dead. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOCANAQUA, Pa., Oct. 30.— 
Rescue workers shortly after 6 
o'clock this morning brought out 
alive two of the six miners en- 
teiyped last Saturday by an explo- 
Sion at the local mine of the West 
End Coal Co. The others were 
dead. — 

Those rescued are John Toma- 
shunis, 40 years old, father of sev- 
en children, and Joseph Matzoni, 
22. Mine employes said both were 
in excellent condition, considering 
they had been buried alive for. five 
and a half days. Both will sur- 
vive, physicians said. 

The dead, John Molitoris, 35, fa- 
ther of three children; Jacob Tinus, 
45, father of four; Henry Ceglars- 
ki, 23, single, and Paul Novak, 40, 
whose wife is in Europe.

Thomashunis and Matzoni 
brought out. 

Thomashunis and Matzoni had 
been entombed about 133 hours. 

Matzoni gave credit, as he lay 
on a bed in the Nanticoke State 
Hospital, to Thomashunis, a miner 
of 40 years’ experience, for their 
being alive. 

When the explosion came, Mat- 
zoni said, he and two others start- 
ed to rush. through the tunnel to 
see what had happened.

With their own 
coats and those of the dead, they 
made themselves beds. Thomas- 
hunis cautioned Matzoni to eat 
sparingly, and as a result their

still had drinking water wunen res- 
cued. 


For three days thoy heard the| 


thud of the rescuers’ picks as the 
squads cut their way through a 
50-foot wall of coal. 

During the day the men spent 
their time in talking and walking 
to the obstruction in the tunnel to 
listen for signs of rescuers. 

“Then for three days,” said 
Thomashunis, who is also in the 
hospital, ‘“‘we heard, pick, pick, 
pick, pick.’’ 

Neither of them, Thomashunis 
said, had any doubt that’ they 
would be saved, but when their 
food gave out yesterday ‘they be- 
gan to be seriously alarmed.

Gunbearer Tried to Save 
American Hunter but He 
Died of Injuries. 


By the Associated Press, 
NAIROBI, Kenya, East Africa, 


Oct. 30..—Detalis of a hand-to-hand 
encounter with a wounded lion near 
Tanganyika, in which W. H. Her- 
ren, American hunter, received fatal 
wounds, were given today. 

A native gunbearer seized the 
wounded lion by the tail and pulled 
it away from Herren, a contractor 
of Aberdeen, Wash., it was learned, 
but Herren died several days later 
on the way to a hospital. 

Herren, his. wife and two other 
Americans were on a big game'sa- 
fari in Tanganyika, principally for 
the purposes of photography. 

Herren, with Gus. Peret of Port- 
land, Ore., separated from the other 
members of the party early last 
week and went to take pictures 
with only native gunbearers. Subse- 
quently Herren shot and thought 
he had killed a large male lion. 
Peret started photographing’ the 
scene as Herren approached the 
beast, when Herren shouted, “Gus, 
he’s got me.” ‘The supposedly 
dead animal had leaped on the 
hunter. 

Herren fired, but too late, and 
man and heast soon were 
struggling on the ground with the 
hunter’s two hands in the lion’s 
mouth, trying to prevent a fatal 
bite. His companion was-unable to 
fire for fear of hitting Herren and 
it seemed that Herren would be 
killed on the spot when the gun- 
bearer crept up, seized the lion’s 
tail and dragged the beast away. 
Peret then killed the lion. 

The victim was taken by steamer 
to Mwanza Hospital where he died 
Sunday of gangrene. 

Previous to the accident-the men 
had taken several remarkable 
photographs of a fight between two 
full-grown male lions over a 
lioness.

CASTAWAYS ON COCO 
‘ADDDETALS TO STORY 


Too Much Rain Spoiled Garden 
but They Made Themselves 
Pretty Comfortable. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALBOA, Canal Zone, Oct. 30.— 


Further details of the six-month 
sojourn of three castaways on lone- 


ly Cocos Island were radioed yes- 
terday from the United States gyn- 
boat Sacramento, which rescued the 
three men and is bringing them 
here. 

The three men—Paul Stachwick, 
-Gordon Brawner and Elmer J. Pal- 
liser—were wrecked on Cocos in 
their yawl West Wind last April, As 
has been told, they lived on cocoa- 
nuts, wild pig and other wild foods, 
shaved without soap and generally 
lived the life of three modern Rob- 
mson Crusoes until picked up Tues- 
day. ee 

The three, having weathered a 
storm: one day last April, had a 
supply of beans and corn as they 
cast about for a place to rest and 
repair their yawl. They took some 
tools saved from the wreckage and 
began gardening. They cultivated 
a small plot of beans and corn. 

The venture, however, proved un- 
successful. On Cocos one of the 
plentiful things is rain, The beans 
and the corn, unused to the sort 
of rain which begins in the spring 
and continues without letup until 
fall, were beaten from the start. 

The castaways put up a house of 
corrugated iron which they found 
near the beach of Wafer Bay. The 
camp was just above the high-tide 
mark, near a small stream, which 
provided fresh water, and _ there 
were cocoanut and almond trees 
near by. A pool was used for swim- 
ming, and at the edge they built 
a diving board. 

There was another hut in the 
neighborhood, but it contained no 
neighbors, for the inhabitants, who- 
ever they had been, had moved out 
before the castaways arrived. 

Using wreckage and part of the 
ruins of the old shelter, the cast- 
aways built beds and were general- 
ly comfortable most of the time. 

They still, however, spend much 
of their time aboard the Sacra- 
mento smoking, in an effort to 
catch up, the captain reported. 
They had no tobacco on Cocos

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Little 


prospect of industry finding a per- 
manent stabilizer is seen by Albert 
H. Wiggin, chairman of the board 
of the Chase National Bank of New 
York, who today told a Senate 
manufactures subcommittee con- 
sidering proposals for a national 
economic council that regulation of 
interest rates by banks might bring 
about stabilization to a certain ex- 
tent, but added: 


“A manufacturer keeps on man- 
ufacturing as long as he can make 
a profit. He cannot see ahead far 
enough to stop production as long 
as there is a demand.” 

Chairman La Follette asked Wig- 
gin if business had learned any- 
thing from experiences of the last 
two years which would assist in 
preventing similar disturbances in 
the future. 

“We have learned something, but 
we all forget very quickly,” the 
banker replied. “The next genera- 
tion will forget our experiences. 
Nothing will prevent a recurrence 
of business troubles.” 

“Could we have maintained the 
pace we were setting in 1929," La 
Follette asked, “if external factors 
Outside of the United States had 
not come into play?’’ 

“I don’t think so,” Wiggin re- 
plied. 

Only Answers Questions. 

The banker volunteered little, 
confining his testimony to brief an- 
swers to La Follette. 

He agreed that the speculative 
activity of 1928-29 had aggravated 
the present situation. 

“Do you feel the policy of in- 
vestment banking institutions had 
any part in the excessive specula- 
tion that took place prior to the de- 
pression?” the chairman asked. 

“Of course, speculation was in 
the air and there was a demand 


for investment securities. Bank- 
ers supplied that demand. I don’t 
know who to .blame, the fellow 


wanting to buy or the fellow want- 
ing to sell.” 

The witness and the committee ! 
chairman argued about the re- 
sponsibility of bankers for the 
speculative boom and La Follette 
finally asked if the profits ban” -:s 
made had any influence on their 
conduct in floating issues of securi- 
ties. 


What Customers Wanted. 

“Undoubtedly the bankers did 
business at a profit.”” Wiggin re- 
plied. “But no banker intends to 
offer securities that aren’t going to 
be absorbed. I don’t think you can 
Justify holding bankers responsible 
for the wild speculative craze. They 
were trying to supply what the 
customers wanted.” 

As La Follette pursued this line 
of questioning Wiggin agreed that 
some bankers had a higher moral 
sense than others. He said he did 
not believe mergers could be nego- 
tiated as.a basis for stock issuance 
only for the sake of the banker's 
profit. 

Wiggin reiterated testimony 
given before a Senate banking sub- 
committee last year in blaming 
high tariffs and low interest rates 
largely for present conditions. 

Opposes Economic Control. 
Wiggin read to the committee a 

statement from the Chase Econom- 
ic Bulletin, opposing attempts to 
control economic life, which he 
said represented his views. 

“It is not the function of govern- 
ment under the capitalistic system to 
produce goods or to perform eco- 
nomic services,” the statement 
said. 

“The actual direction of industry, 
the decision whether more wheat 
shall be planted and less corn, or 
more shoes shall be produced and 
less hats, is not made by the State 
or by collective society, but is left 
to the choice of independent pro- 
ducers.” 

The statement contended that 
the law of supply and demand 
works out economic problems 
automatically. 

A Superman Needed. 

“If a Government or a collective 
system undertakes to regulate the 
business of a country as a whole 
and to guide and control produc- 
tion,” it said, “there ig required a 
central brain of such vast power 
that no human being who has yet 
lived, or can be expected to live, 
can supply it.” 

Questioned by La Follette, Wig- 
gin said he did not believe an eco- 
nomic council could have checked 
the excessive expansion which pre- 
ceded the collapse of 1929. 

He made it clear. however. that 
he was not opposed to the creation 
of such a council and didn’t think 
it would do any harm. 

“I think you are looking for a 
Superman,” he said, “however, and 
there isn't any.

Disagreeing with Wiggin, he 
said he believed much could be 
done toward stabilizing industry, | 
particularly in reducing seasonal 
unemployment. But h® was skep- 
tical, as was Wiggin, of the value 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce plan for an economic 
council set up by industry. He said 
the council would need police pow- 
er in order to accomplish any- 
thing.

Ford Motor Co. has returned to 
the $6-a-day minimum wage, 
abandoning the $7 “emergency rate” 
placed in effect Dec. 1, 1929, which 
it described as a $35,000,000 “con- 
tribution to the settlement of con- 


ditions.” | 

A statement issued last night 
said the company reverted three 
.weeks ago to the $6 rate “paid by 
the company throughout the _ s50- 
called ‘prosperity years’ of 1919 to 
1929.” 

“The Ford Motor Co. has not 
changed its standard wage rates 
nor abandoned its basic wage prin- 
ciples,” the statement said. “Its 
wages remain the highest in the 
automotive industry.” 

For several weeks there have 
been persistent rumors of a wage 
readjustment in Ford plants, but 
until last night company executives 
deciined to discuss them. 

Cost to Company. 

Henry Ford announced the in- 
crease in minimum wage rate from 
$6 to $7 a day following a confer- 
ence of business executives with 
President Hoover shortly after the 
collapse of the stock market in the 
fall of 1929. 

At the same time, last night's 
statement said, “proportionate in- 
creases were made to every em- 
ploye in every plant.” 

This “emergency rate,” the com- 
pany said, “has cost the company 
$35,176,101, or an average of 31,- 
600,000 a month, during the 
months it has been in effect. 

“Under the system of automatic 
rises in pay which has been in op- 
eration at the Ford shops, the ‘de- 
pression dollar’... assumed large 
proportions.”’ 

Payrolls during the period the 
$7 rate was in effect were given as 
$397,442,837. 

$6 for Ordinary Labor. 

Coincidental with the reduction 
in the minimum wage, the com- 
pany said, it abandoned the rule by 
which men were hired at a $5 a 
day probationary rate, and the 
minimum $6 rate will apply at once 
for ordinary labor, grading up- 
wards in the more skilled jobs. 

“Hiring-in pay under present 
schedules ranges from 75 cents to 
$1 an hour, according to the grade 
of employment,” the statement 
said, “at present the company has 
no employment except for men who 
are on its rolls.”

Kirkwood Bootlegger and Wife

Jack Kramer, a hauling contrac- 
tor and bootiegger, and a woman 
believe@®to be Mrs. Kramer, were 
found dead in their bed, apparent- 


ly from gas asphyxiation, in their 
bungalow on the southwest corner 
of Dickson street and Essex ave- 
nue, Kirkwood, at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

A large whisky still in the house 
was in partial operation. Water 
was running through its condenser, 
but there was no gas fire under the 
condenser. Former Coroner Bopp, 
Kirkwood undertaker summoned 
to the place, told reporters ie ap- 
peared the man ahd woman had 
been dead about four days. 

Kirkwood policemen found the 
bodies after a milk man had re- 
ported his deliveries for several 
days past were still standing where 
he had teft them.

Kramer was found in bed, clad 
only in his underclothing, with the 
woman beside him. 
on his side in a natural sleeping 
position. The woman, clad in a

Banker Harris, likewise, who, ac- 
cording to Seabury, was found to 
/have telephoned Sherwood in Mex- 
ico City and soon thereafter to 
have communicated with the May- 
or, refused to make any public 
statement. 

“IT have evidence,” Seabury said 
at the hearing yesterday, “Sher- 
wood was in communication, after 
he reached Mexico City, with a 
man named Harris and that a 
short time afterward Harris was in 
communication with the Mayor. 
There also is other evidence, but 
I do not wish to present it at this 
time.” 

Democrats Denounce Seabury. 

Assemblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, 
Democrat, said the committee, had 
no right to “pry into the private 
life of the Mayor,” 

Senator John J. Dunnigan, Dem- 
ocrat, said the testimony about the 
Mayor was “a final piece of Re- 
publican campaign propaganda.” 
“Members of Mr. Seabury’s staff,” 
he said, “have stooped so low as to 
make inquiries about the price the 
Mayor pays for his pajamas and 
neckties.,”’ 

“So far,” shouted Cuvillier, “‘we 
have received no one scintilla of 
evidence Sherwood is the agent of 
the Mayor.” 

“That is just why I wish to in- 
troduce the testimony of these two 
witnesses,’’ Seabury replied. 

Senator John J. McNaboe, Dem- 
ocrat, asked Seabury why, in Sher- 
wood's absence, he did not try to 
prove whatever he sought to prove 
by. calling the Mayor. 

“Call the Mayor instead of in- 
dulging in pussyfooting, wire-tap- 
ping and peeking through  key- 
holes,” he said. “The insinuations 
being cast about here are un-

greens keepers, caddy masters and 


Keeping Courses Doubled. 

While the cost of golfing para- 
phernalia had gone up from 100 
to 300 per cent since the game had 
taken hold on Americans four dec- 
ades ago and the cost of keeping 
up the better courses had doubled, 
the survey showed that golf coutd 
be had for about a third of the av- 
erage annual dues and incidentals 
even if the elaborate club, facilities 
are retained. 

Many clubs had overcome this 
situation by taking in social mem- 
bers who played golf, if at all, only 
on days when golfing members 
were not at the club. The dues and 
golf fees of such nonvoting mem- 
bers paid for all the expenses add- 
ed to the old-fashioned golf club | 
by socialization. 

The evolution of the expensive 
organization from the simple golf 
club was largely due to an attempt 
by ordinary persons to ape the ex- 
clusive clubs of wealthy persons, 
although even that class was shown 
to have gone back in many in- 


stances, as at Old Elm in Chicago, 


transportation, caddies, refresh- 
ments and equipment. Fulton 
conterds that this cost could be cut 
in half if social members paid for 
all except upkeep of the courses 
and a reasonable portion of fixed 
charges. 

The canvass showed that large 
clubs which have adepted social 
memoerships, such as Merion 
Cricket Club, Philadelphia, Chevy 
Chase, Washington, East Lake, At- 
lanta, Olympic Golf and Country 
Club, San Francisco, Lido Club, 
New York, and Baltimore Country 
Club, had an average ef 1350 so- 
cial members and 400 golf mem- 
bers with an average cost of $100 

a year for golf expenses to the ac- 
tive golf members. 

How complete the evolution of 


‘primitive golf clubs to dual organ- 


izations had been was shown by 
the fact that the survey uncovered 
only a dozen such simple organiza- 
tions, aside from the fee links, 
where golf is paid for as it is 
played. It was learned also, that 
a few clubs had dropped social ad- 
juncts and returned to mere golf. 
A sample was Bob O Link Club, 
Chicago. It found that the club 
was spending more than $100,000 a 
year, only a third of which was for 
golf, while the rest went for par- 
ties, autumn festivals, music and 
dancing in which only a small per- 
centage of the members took part.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 30.— 
The first complete popular de- 
scription of those parts of the 
universe discovered to date with 
the world’s greatest telescope was 
given at Princeton University last 
night. 

The talk was by Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, observer at the 100-inch 
telescope at Mount Wilson, Cal.

The 100-inch tvlescope which, 
he said, could distinguish an arc. 
light on the moon, if one were 
there, shows the nebulae lying be- 
yond a vast void surrounding the 
milky way. It shows them as far 
cut as 300,000,000 light years. 

The faintest of the nebulae, 
said Hubble, is about one million 
times fainter than the faintest star 
visible to the unaided eye. 

These island universes are rush- 
ing around in space, each in its 
own direction, at an average speei 
of about 100 miles a second. But 
all appear to be receding from the 
earth at speeds increasing with the 
distance. The fartherest one seems 
to be speeding away at a rate of 
12,000 miles a second. 

The distribution of the nebulae, 
when considered on a grand scale, 
is appraximately uniform in space. 

Universe Not Infinite. 

“Everywhere and in all direc- 
tions,”” said Hubble, “the observ- 
able region appears to be very 
much the same.” 

The universe must extend beyond 
the observable region, he added. 

“But it cannot extend indefinite- 
ly. An infinite, homogeneous uni- 
verse is not compatible with our 
present Knowledge of the laws and 
phenomena of nature,” he contin- 
ued.

COUNTY AGAIN ASKS 
FOR SPEGIAL SESSION 


Caulfield Seeking Way to Clear 
Up Jury Law Tangle Without 
Recalling the Legislature. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 30.— 
Another request for a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature to enact a 
new jury commission law for &St. 
Louis County to remedy the pres- 
ent lack of adequate legal machin- 
ery for summoning jurors, was 
presented to Gov. Caulfield yester- 
day afternoon by Circuit Judges 
Julius R. Nolte, Jerry Mulloy and 
Robert W. McElhinney, and former 
Circuit Judge Amandus Brackman, 
president of the St. Louis County 
Bar Association. 
“Gov. Caulfield again replied as 
he did Saturday when the first re- 
quest was presented, that he did 
not want to call a special session if 
it could be avoided, because of the 
expense. Heo has asked the Attor- 
ney-General’s department to make 
a thorough investigation of the 
general jury laws, to determine if 
there is any means by which the 
county can handle jury matters un- 
til the next regular session of the 
Legislature in 1933, 
The first request was presented 
Saturday by Circuit Judge McEl- 
hinney, State Representative 
George F.. Heege and Circuit Clerk 
Oscar H. Jacobsmeyer of St. Louis 
County. 
A bill designed to meet the jury 
situation in St. Louis County was 
passed by the House of the 1931 
Legislature, but was caught in the 
legislative jam in the Senate at the 
close of the session and died on the 
calendar. 
St. Louls County had been oper- 
ating under a special jury commis- 
sion law, applicable to counties 
with a population of not less than 
60,000 nor more.than 200,000. The 
1930 census gave the county a 
population of approximately 211,- 
000, which put the county outside 
the terms @f the act. The bill in-. 
troduced in the last Legislature 
was designed to revise the popula- 
tion classification to make the act 
still apply to St. Louis County. 
Apparently the only general law 
under which the county can act in 
jury matters is one by which the 
County Court may summon a panel 
of 48 jurors, to sit through the en- 
tire term of court. This would 
provide but 48 jurors for the four 
divisiéns of St. Louis County Cir- 
cuit Court. Under the law that 
had been operative, several hun- 
dred might be summoned during a 
term, 
The jury commission law made 
the Circuit Judges and the Circuit 
Clerk members of the jury com- 
mission with $1500 extra compen- 
sation for their services.

One of the favorite old 
benedictions was, “May you always 
eat white bread.” Black bread 
was—and is—the staple food. The 
old generation did not think in 
terms of cake. 


Making Natives Like Progress. 


In contrast with th old regime 
the present leaders want the peo- 
ple to aspire to a better way of 
living. The Government is active- 
ly directing the formation of appe- 
tites by seeing that some of the 
non-essentials are available to se- 
lected groups for group use. Even 
where there is no wide-spread de- 
mand, oil lamps are replaced by 
electric lights. Radio sets are to 
be found in remote village com- 
munity houses and on_ collective 
and state farms. Bathtubs are be- 
ing installed in the newer apart- 
ment houses. It is planned to sell 
some of the Russian-made automo- 
biles to groups of individuals. 


The Government, of course, in 
true socialistic fashion tries to 
inculcate in the masses a willing- 
ness to sacrifice individual desires 
for the welfare of the group or 
state. The struggle for existence 
has been so hard for most Rus- 
sians, however, that they are not 
yet prepared to embrace this al- 
truistic doctrine. The crowds 
around the shop windows display- 
ing a few luxury goods prove that 
the individual spirit has not been 
crushed. 

The Government's virtual monop- 
oly of trade gives it a unique power 
over the supply of: goods. This 
applies not only to goods per se, 
but also to ‘entertainments, infor- 
mation and sports. Thus, through 
the drama, the cinema, books, pe- 
riodicals and sports equipment the 
present leaders are trying to direct 
the current of thought throughout 
the Union. They apparently are 
having some success with the 
younger generations, the Pioneers 
and the Young Communists. How 
long this will last is problematical. 


Land Hunger Still Persists. 


Likewise the Governmeft has 
been able to overcome, temporarily 
at least, the inherent desire of the 
peasants for land. Despite the in- 


creasing number of peasants join- 
ing the collective farms, the writer 
is convinced that the peasants 
would prefer to operate individual 
farms, and believes that if the 
Soviet Government were  OoOver- 
thrown in the near future—which 
it won't be—the collectivists would 
demand the return of their small 
farms. ‘The fact that’ collective 
farming is proving more efficient 
than individual cultivation. would 
soon be forgotten. 


Public demand is gradually forc- 
ing the Government to change its 
industrial policy. There was an 
ill-concealed split among the Bol- 
shevik leaders over the question of 
concentrating on heavy, basi 
dustries rather than on the “light” 
industries producing consvmer 
goods. Stalin won out with his 
basic industry policy but the peo- 
ple are now demanding consumer 
goods with such vehemence that 
Stalin has been forced to announce 
that factories for canning and meat 
packing will be started in the near 
future. A similar change in pol- 
icy was forced when: the masses 
demanded vodka. The Government 
repealed its ban against the high- 
powered beverage. 


Propaganda Is Maintained, 

The Government as yet has made 
no move to abandon its propaganda 
activities within the country. It is 


inconceivable that even the en- 
thusiastic young Communist is 
not irked at the censorship. of 
ideas. Art for art’s sake is under 
a communistic tabu. Art, whether 
it is drama, ballet, painting, sculp- 
turing, music, must be along com- 
munistic lines or, more precisely, 
for the glorification of the prole- 
tarian state. Newspapers, maga- 
zines and books contain more com- 
munistic doctrines than facts. The 
propaganda motion pictures pro- 
duced in Russia are very good in 
their way, yet people prefer to see 
old films of Charlie Chaplin and 


Harold Lloyd. An American engi- 


neer said that he did not believe 
any group of people could enjoy 
themselves so much as did a crowd 
of workmen and their wives at an 
old Lioyd comedy.

OUTPUT INGREASED 
BY B BUSINESS GROUPS 


Manufacturers’ Association Re- 
ports on Questionnaires Sent 
to 26 Industries. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Increased 
production in eight groups of mer- 
chandise during the current year 
as compared with that of 1930 is 
reported in answers to a question- 
naire sent out by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers to 26 
major industrial groups. ‘These 
items showed an increase: Auto- 
mobile accessories, 14 per cent; 
chemicals, 11 per cent; electrical 
goods, 18 per cent; leather, 27 per 
cent; paper and pulp, 14 per cent; 
rubber, 25 per cent; stationery and 
printing, 9 per cent; textil@s, 17 per 
cent, and miscellaneous, 9 per cent. 

L. Lewis Benton, general secre- 
tary, quoted figures and percent- 
ages the general trend of which 
was toward better productior and 
employment conditions among 
members of the association than 
existed a year ago. 

“Employment shows a slight im- 
provement over this time last 
year,” he said, ‘5 per cent of the 
reporting campanies having in- 
creased their forces as against 3 
per cent last year; 31 per cent held 
their same personnels as against 29 
per cent last year, and 64 per cent 
reduced forces as against 68 per 
cent last year. 

Better business than last year's 
was reported by 8 per cent of the 
companies as against 5 per cent 


last year; 18 per cent held the 
same business as against 14 per 
cent last year and 74 per cent 


showed a lower business leval as 
azainst 80 per cent a year ago. 
John E, Edgerton, president, told 
the Association of Manufacturers, 
today, that morale is the first es- 
sential for victory over adverse eco- 
nomic conditions. . 
Faith and courage, he said at the 
annual meeting of the association, 
are “‘the only things that can thaw 


“!out our natioanl] material resources 


which have been frozen in an ice- 
berg of fear.”’ 

Yet that process, he added, will 
“not alone take care of such de- 
fects in our economic system as 
appear to have been revealed by 
the depression.” 

Unless progress toward solution 
is made “by voluntary action on 
the part of the most responsible, 
government is going to keep at- 
tempting to solve them, however 
big a mess it may make of the job,”’ 
he said. 


1S. TELLS LEAGUE 
ITIS READY NOW 
FOR ARMS HOLIDAY 


Sends Note to Geneva Ex- 
pressing Willingness to 
Join in Construction 
Truce Beginning Sunday.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The 
United States has told the League 
of Nations it is willing to join in 
& worldwide truce on armament 
construction for a year beginning 
next Sunday. 

A note expressing wholehearted 
approval was addressed to the 
League at Geneva after a final con- 
ference between President Hoover 
and Secretary of State Stimson yes- 
terday. 

State Department officials said 
the message was not long. This 
was interpreted as indicating that 
America’s acceptance was not ac- 
companied by numerous reserva- 
tions. 

This Government is understood 
to have specified that the holiday 
shall not apply to vessels already 
under construction, and that it af- 
fect only. new construction which 
otherwise might have béen started 
during the holiday year. 

On this point the nations are re- 
ported to be in agreement, as it is 
felt that sudden cessation of work 
in naval shipyards would have 
serious effects upon employment. 

Relief From Fiscal Burden. 

The American note was in re- 
ply to an invitation extended by 
the League late in Sepetmber urg- 
ing the 52 nations that are to take 
part in the disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva in February to 
join in an immediate truce cal- 
culated to further the success of 
that event as well as to relieve 
the nations of a heavy financial 
load. 

The League called upon the gov- 
ernments, to state before Nov. 1 
whether they are prepared to ac- 
cept an armament holiday cover- 
ing a period of one year from that 
date. 

The nations were asked to prom- 
ise in general terms “to refrain 
from any measure involving an in- 
crease in their armaments.”’ At 
the same time they were given op- 
portunity to set forth in detail their 
understanding of what this would 
involve. 

Specific points such as whether 
worn-out airplanes and obsolete 
warships can be replaced were not 
stuted. These were left for de- 
termination in the declarations to 
be made by the various govern- 
ments. 

No Definite Commitment. 

Before definite commitments are 
made, each nation will be acquatnt- 
ed with the agreement reached as 
-to the exact extent of the holi- 
day. ; 

America’s acceptance has been 
taken for granted in view of the 


ward disarmament. 
United States last September ac- 
cepted an Italian proposal made 
a* Geneva which failed of adop- 
tion when France and Japan op- 
posed it. 

The League then laid aside the 
Italian project which defined the 
obligations to be assumed and ad- 
vanced a compromise. It is-on 
this proposal that America has 
acted.

In France, Says Book on Baker 


Declares He Told E. M. House That Ameri- 
cans Should Be Used as Man Power in 


Allied 


Ranks.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—Col. 
Frederick Palmer’s book, “Newton 
D. Baker—America at War,” which 
is published today, portrays Her- 
bert Hoover in 1917 as opposing 
& separate American army in 
France. Mr. Hoover's idea, ac- 
cording to Palmer, was to use 
American troops as “man power” 


within the ranks of the allies. 

Palmer writes that Hoover's 
army organization views were set 
forth in a letter written Feb. 13, 
1917, to Edward M. House, Presi- 
dent Wilson’s confidential adviser. 
In the letter Hoover suggested 
that “if the Government gave 
stimuli by provision of pensions, 
etc., a large body of men could 
be recruited and sent simply as 
man power to France.” 

Hoover believed this plan more 
feasible, Palmer writes, than the 
long training which would . be 
necessary in the organization of 
an American expeditionary force 
and in view of the fact that a 
large American army in France 
would have “political difficulties in 
association.’’ 


“Army in Being.” 

“At the same time,” Palmer con- 
tinues, “‘Hoover thought we ought 
to have strong military forces in 
being at the end of the war to 
strengthen our hands at the 
peace negotiations, since our pro- 
posals might be in conflict with 
European proposals.” 

The United States would have 
concentrated on keeping the allies 
in France supplied with food and 
munitions under the Hoover pro- 
posal, Palmer says. 

Palmer states that House appa- 
rently favored Hoover’s plan. 

In outlining reasons why the plan 
was not accepted by the United 
States, the writer terms Hoover's 
idea as one “fatal to our efficiency 
and to the very cause of the Allies.’’ 

Gen. Pershing is shown by Pal- 
mer to have overestimated by 60 
divisions the number of American 
troops needed to win the war. -In 
an account of a. conversation be- 
tween Secretary of War Baker and 
Marshal Foch at the allied front, 
the French leader is quoted as tell- 
ing Baker that 40 and not Per- 
shing’s estimate of 100 American 
divisions would be needed in 
France, 

Baker is pictured as an effective 
and able chief of the War Depart- 
ment in Palmer’s work, which fol- 
lows the Secretary through the five 
years of his official life. 

When Pershing Forgot. 

The book is based principally on 
the confidential papers and ‘files 
of Secretary of War Baker, supple- 
mented by two sets of confidential | 


telegrams which passed between 
the War Department and the army 
headquarters in France. 

One passage indicates that Persh- 
ing forgot that he helped draft one 
of two sets of orders he received 
on the eve of his sailing for France. 

In his memoirs, Pershing said 
he did not understand how the two 
sets came about, but Palmer’s book 
relates that Pershing and Major- 
General James G. Harbord collab- 
orated on a draft which was “oblig- 
ingly” signed by Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, Chief of Staff. 

The other set, signed by Presi- 
dent Wilson, was handed to Persh- 
ing by Baker. 

The main difference between the 
two orders, Palmer says, was ‘“‘that 
the Pershing version made no ref- 
erence to the importance of keep- 
ing our army intact, which was to 
be the subject of so many tribula- 
tions for our Commander-in-Chief 
in France.” 

Veto of Roosevelt Plan 
Baker pronounced the final 
“No,” the book says, on Theodore 
Roosevelt’s plan to raise a special 
volunteer division to serve under 
him in France. The author quotes 
Joseph Tumulty, secretary.to Pres- 
ident Wilson, as saying the latter 
was about ready to accede to 
Roosevelt’s request on sentimental 
grounds when Baker asserted it 
would have a bad effect on re- 
cruiting for the regular army and 

the National Guard. 

Baker is described as having de- 

cided that if Pershing were killed 

or incapactitated, Gen. Harbord 
would receive the supreme Ameri- 
can command. 


Averting Rail Strike. 


Sidelights on preparation for the 
conflict include an account of 
how Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
averted a general railroad strike 
shortly before America declared 
war by acting on advance informa- 
tion of the Supreme Court decison 
on the Adamson eight-hour law. 

Citing Willard as authority, Pal- 
mer says the late Franklin K. Lane 
visited the late Chief Justice White 
while Willard waited outside. In a 
few minutes “Lane appeared with 
a smile and a general observation 
which might be taken to indicate 
that the decision would uphold the 
law.’’ 

Without disclosing his informa- 
tion Willard persuaded the rail- 
road brotherhood to postpone the 
strike and then argued the rail- 
roads into granting an eight-hour 
day.

BRITISH TAREF

PENDING. SURVEY 


Special Committee to Be 


Named by MacDonald 
for Investigation of Eco- 


nomic Situation.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—Action by 
the National Government on the 
question of a protectionist tariff 
policy for Great Britain is likely 
to be delayed until after New 
Year’s, it was indicated today, while 
a special committee of the Cabinet 
makes a thorough study of the en- 
tire economic and political situg- 
tion. 

The prospect of possible “dump- 
ing” of foreign goods in the interim 
was foreseen, however, it was said 
in political circles, and there is a 
possibility some kind of emergency 
legislation to act as a check on 
heavy imports may be proposed 
soon after Parliament meets No~. 
10. 

All parties would be represent- 
ed equally on the proposed inves- 
tigating committee, it was under- 
stood, d the committee would 
make a complete report to Prime 
Minister MacDonald after the con- 
clusion of the inquiry, which would 
embrace the question of a protec- 
tive tariff as well as other matters 
bearing on the restoration of pros- 
perity. 

The understanding was that the 
members of the committee would 
be chosen by MacDonald and that 
they would begin their study with- 
out any predisposition on the tar- 
iff question, or on any other pol- 
icy. Should a policy of protection 
be finally decided upon, it was 
said, the legislation would prob- 
ably be submitted as soon after 
New Year's as possible. 


There was no suggestion as to 
what form any possible emergency 
legislation to cover the intervening 
period might take. 

The Prime Minister continued to- 
day to be occupied with the task 
of. selecting the Cabinct Ministers 
on whéin he will rely in: his fight 
to re-establish international con- 
fidence in Gréat Britain’s stability 
and to put.the country’s economic 
house in order.

trols 17 per cent of the normal Democratic vote 
of the State. There is no Democratic boss in St. 
Louis, and except under very unusual conditions 
the Republicans have a walkaway here; but in 
Kansas City the situation is exactly the reverse. 
The Democrats follow the lead of Boss Pendergast, 
and a Republican officeholder is almost as. un- 
known in Jackson County as a Democratic Alder- 
man in St. Louis. Boss Pendergast has already 
put out a Democratic candidate for the United States 
Senate. His nominee is Charlie Howell, chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee.

M. Wilson for the office. It is probable that the race 
for the nomination for Governor will be between 
Dearmont and Wilson. They at least join the issue 
between the people and the politicians. 
Senator Dearmont is a young man, and it is im- 
possible to say what strength his candidacy may de 
velop. He distinguished himself in the small loans 
fight, and as chairman of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee in the last Legislature he saved the 
‘tax bill from the extremism ‘which characterized 
its handling in the House. Objection has been made 
to him by Democrats that he is tied up with the’ 
utilities and was on the side of one of the utill- 
ties in a franchise fight at Cape Girardeau. His 
answer has been that he was attorney for one of the 
utilities and did offer a franchise. He denies that 
he fought for it, or that he is not a free agent in 
the utility field. The point is important, for the 
utility issue in Missouri is something of a burn- 
ing bush. The people have been imposed upon by 
the utilities until they are in revolt. 

If Senator Dearmont is going to be on the peo- 
ple’s side, and can win the governorship as their 
champion, he will have the same opportunity here 
that Gov. Roosevelt has had in New York. There are 
rewards for such sturdiness, as has been proved by 
the present political status of Gov. Roosevelt. He put 
his State in the power business on the St. Lawrence 
River and in competition with the Power Trust, 
after a battle that had beem going on for 20 years. 
It needed for a successful issue only the man who 
would take the fight to the people over the head 
of the Legislature, and that was precisely what Gov. 
Roosevelt did. As a result, his name in the Demo- 
cratic race for the next presidential nomination, like 
that of Abou Ben Adhem, leads al] the rest. 

Neither the Post-Dispatch nor anyone else can de- 
cide for Senator Dearmont where he is to stand in 
this fight. He will have to decide that for himself. 
He will have to prove by his public utterances and 
his acts that he is on the side of the people. Except 
for Gov. Caulfield, the utilities would have run wild 
in Missouri during the last three years. The next 
Governor can supplement the excellent work of the 
present executive. He can save the beautiful Ozark 
rivers from exploitation by the power interests, as 
he can see to it that title is not surrendered by 
the State to even such dam sites as have already 
been occupied.

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THE SKYLINE AT SUNSET. 

The skyline as the day dies in a blaze of crimson 
behind it is a sight the average St. Louisan never 
sees. Striving to make green lights in the westward 
rush or standing in a crowded street car, he is with- 
out occasion to know it exists. But, unsuspecting St. 
Louisans to the contrary, the vivid spectacle does 
exist, and this is the time of year when, if viewed 
from a point of vantage on the Illinois side, say 
the Broadway viaduct in East St. Louis, it is at its 
handsomest.

WILLIAM K. BIXBY. 

With the passing of William K. Bixby, St. Louis 
loses a citizen conspicuous as a leader in business 
and in the art, education and cultural life of the city. 
It is rare to find a man who by his own efforts ac 
quires great wealth and manages varied business in- 
terests with skill and unusual success, and at the 
same time is deeply interested in art, education and 
literature. Mr. Bixby combined all of these interests, 
and was liberal in promoting and maintaining the 
cultural institutions of the city. 


business, were the Washington University and the 
Art Museum. He was president of the Washington 
University Corporation, and chairman of the Board 
of Control] of the Art Museum. He was generous in 
support of both, not only in money but in time and 
labor. He gave Washington University a fund of 
$500,000 and the beautiful and commodious building 
which bears his name for the housing of the art school. 
He gave valuable art works to the museum and a 
generous fund. Having the practical judgment of a 
trained, successful business man, his activities were 
extremely useful to both institutions and were effi- 
cient factors in increasing their value to the public. 
Mr. Bixby’s interest, however, was not confined to 
these institutions. He was a liberal supporter of 
other art interests. He gave sympathetic aid to all 
the endeavors of local artists. He was the largest 
contributor to the building of the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild, and offered prizes in their annual competi- 
tions. He had a ready ear and an open purse for 
every practical suggestion to advance the interests 
of art and education in the city. He was a member 
of the commission which decorated the State Capitol, 
throwing his influence to such ambitious commis- 
sions as that of Frank Brangwyn, who painted the 
murals in the dome. ; 
In addition to his interest in art and education, he 
was a collector of rare manuscripts and books, not 
of one author alone, but of many famous authors. 
He acquired an extraordinary collection of letters 
and signatures of famous men. He had at one time 
one of the best, if not the best, collections of the 
manuscripts and first editions of the works of the 
poet Burns. Through his deep interest in and ad- 
miration for Burns, he became one of the founders 
of the Burns Club in St. Louis, and was its president 
from its organization to the day of his death. He 
was the largest contributor to the excellent statue of 
Burns which adorns the campus of Washington Uni- 
versity in front of the Bixby Building. 
Mr. Bixby’s leisure time was devoted to these cul- 
tural interests, and his many travels enriched his 
mind with the art and literature of the countries he 
visited, from which he invariably brought back with 
him treasures rare and beautiful, which he added to 
his own collection or to that of the Art Museum. 
It was amazing how a man could combine so many 
interests and be so actively useful in all of, them. 
Mr. Bixby did it. He set a fine example to other men 
of wealth. Business was a necessary incident of his 
life, but having acquired wealth early, he used his 
time and money for the enjoyment of the richer and 
higher things of life and for the benefit of his fel- 
low men. 
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THE APPLE SELLERS. 
The vending of apples by the unemployed is a re- 
lief method of benefit to both buyer and seller. Al- 
though an expedient and only of limited applicability, 
there is nothing of pauperization about apple selling. 
Hence it is to be regretted that profits so far this 
season hawg averaged only about 75 cents a day for 
these men. Since only heads of destitute famites 
have been chosen for the work by the committee in 
charge, it is obvious the earnings have been inade- 
quate. Last season’s profits ranged from $2.50 to $4 
a day, and there should still be enough public sup- 
port so the apple sellers may again be sure of this 
modest sum.

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AS MR. GUEDALLA MIGHT TELL IT. 
Among the candidates defeated in the British elec- 
tion was Philip Guedalla, Liberal in politics but pre- 
eminently the gentleman of letters elegant. It is his 
rare genius as a biographer to take us into the draw- 
ing room of celebrities, who, over brandy-and-soda, 
chat lightly of epochal events while decorating his- 
tory with entrancing inconsequentials. How does he 
regard the verdict of a referendum which has, as 
some are saying, turned back the clock 100 years to 
that England which was subsequently described as 
“heaven for the rich, purgatory for the middle classes 
and hell for the poor’? Will Toryism triumphant 
construe the result, as seems to be feared, as a man- 
date to re-establish that rule of privilege which op- 
erated so splendidly and badly under the auspices of 
laissez-faire, the factory system and William the 
Fourth? 
Mr. Guedalla will present us, we imagine, to that 
“accidental Victorian,” the fascinating Disraeli, who, 
officially gave the electorate enfranchisement in the 
reform bill of 1867. The dandy still, even as in his 
first youthful victory when his “Vivian Grey” bedaz- 
tied alike the squirearchy and the slums. In flowered 
waistcoat, maroon coat and yellow trousers, he im- 
pertinently awaits the gratitude of the populace, only 
to hear the people of England pleasantly acknowl- 
edge, “Thank you, Mr. Gladstone.” 
They know their men in high places, the people 
of England, and have known them for more than a 
century. Some cynic may say of MacDonald, as was 
said of Gladstone, that “he makes an accomplice of 
his conscience,” but the people of England have de- 
clared their trust in the Messiah of Lossiemouth. 
That preacher of peace and good will has invoked 
the plebiscite, not as the Third Napoleon, to secure 
@ crown.won by a coup d’etet, but rather in the spirit 
of Cavour to seal the unification of Italy. The peo- 
ple of England have buried Toryism, buried it, shall 
we say, in Swinburne’s ghostly garden, where “all 
dead things drift thither and a]] disastrous things.” 
They have spoken as Englishmen, jealous of the na- 
tional honor, with the spiritual determination of 
Runnymede, and above a world’s applause they see 
immortal nods of approval from their own Pitts and 
Peels and Russells, yes, and Palmerstonhs. 
It is MacDonald’s hour, after which, the deluge 
or delivery, as Toryism chooses.

But having done that, can we wash our 
hands of the relief problem?

The im- 
pression is being created by constant repe- 
tition that this is all we are going to do— 
draw upon the sources of local relief for 
what they will produce, and let it go at that. 

Who carries the load of private relief? 
During last winter the burden of unemploy- 
ment relief was carried far too largely by 
those upon whom it bore most heavily and 
who could least afford it. In striking con- 
trast, the great fortunes of America gave 
out of their superabundance to the common 
need nothing in due proportion to their size 


fice made by men and women of little 
means. 

How about turning to the state? Nine 
states, among them Pennsylvania, are con- 
stitutionally hampered in the matter Of ap- 
propriating money for general relief. So is 
one more, Missouri, except in case of a pub- 
lic calamity. Forty-one states depend, to a 
great.extent, upon property taxes for their 
revenue, and three states levy general prop- 
erty taxes which are used largely for local 
purposes. An increase in these property 
taxes would strike at consumption precisely 
as it does in towns; cities and counties. 

Even the income tax law does not com- 
pletely solve the problem in the states which 
have it. One of them—New York—has 
about 13 per cent of the unemployment and 
pays about 33 per cent of the Federal in- 
come tax. New York pays that huge per- 
centage because it draws income from all 
over the country. Factories located from 
Maine to California pay dividends to New 
Yorkers. A State income tax levied for re- 
lief in New York does not take care of un- 
employed workers in these factories from 
which the dividends come.

If the burden of unemployment relief is 
to fall where it rightly and justly should, 
then there is no way to escape an increase 
in the higher brackets of the Federa! in- 
come tax, Or an excess profits tax, or simi- 
lar enactments. 

There are, upon the best evidence I can 
find, 7,000,000 unemployed in the United 
States. Their situation during the coming 
winter will be so dangerous that the Pres- 
ident has been urged from many directions 
to call an extra session of Congress to pro- 
vide for the nation’s proper share in reliev- 
ing their necessities. Among others, I saw 
the-need, and I did my clear duty in asking 
for such a session. No extra session has 
been called. Instead, the national Govern- 
ment has undertaken, in other and far less 
effective ways, to secure relief. It is a task 
whose enormous magpitude and critical im- 
portance gives us pause.

selves of anything throughout their whole 
long lives. 

In the present emergency, the load of 


unemployment relief should be carried by | 


those who can carry it with the least per- 
sonal] sacrifice. Justice demands it, because 
the wealth of those who ought now to give 
freely is due, often in overwhelming meas- 
ure, to the labor of those who are now in 
need. Good morals plead for it, because 
there its suffering enough already without 
adding further deprivation for those whose 
generosity would make them give although 
they cannot afford it. Sound economics re- 
quires it, for every cent contributed to re- 
lief by those who spend their whole income 
on living expenses is a cent taken from con- 
sumption—and taken at a time when every 
consumer’s cent ig needed not only to re- 
store prosperity but to keep us from sink- 
ing lower still. But little if anything of the 
contributions for relief by those whose in- 
comes are beyond their needs is taken from 


consumption. é‘ 
. * . 


When the farmer pays, as he does !n 
Pennsylvania, something like 13 per cent of 
his annual cash income in taxes, he takes 
the money, not out of recreation or out of 
luxuries, but out of the actual necessities of 
daily life, and the same is true of every 
small taxpayer in America. Contributions to 
relief from a man of large means come out 
of his surplus over and above his necessi- 
ties. They take from him nothing that he 
needs. ; 

If there ever was a time whon Self-inter- 
est dictated abundant giving on the part of 
the wealthy, that time is now. The present 
effort to take every possible cent of the cost 
of unemployment relief from the less well- 
to-do is not only unsound morally and eco- 
nomically, but it is utterly foolish from the 
point of view of the self-interest of those 
ib are guilty of it, and it is dangerous as 
well. 

To sum up, among the essential facts 
seem to be these: Those who advocate only 
loca] relief are shouldering enormous re- 
sponsibility, for local relief alone cannot 
possibly.meet the netd. So far as local re- 
lief increasés real estate and other property 


taxes, it will be a burden on people who are. 


already, for the most part, overtaxed or 
mortgaged to the hilt. Local relief will be 
a burden on the future development of our 


communities, for it will decrease the amount 


that can be spent hereafter for schools and 
local improvements. 

Finally, the cost of relief should be paid 
in whatever way will slow up recovery least. 
Clearly, that means to take it out of funds 
that would otherwise be used fer unneces- 
sary luxuries, for stock market speculation 
or for increasing 4till further the gap be- 
tween what we can make and what we can 
use. Clearly again, the cost of relief ought 
not to be taken out of funds that would 
otherwise be spent to increase consumption.

this country called forth an array of talent 
from the ranks of business and.the profes- 
sions that will always stand as a monument 
to American improvisation. We lacked the 
trained personnel with which a long contact 
with international affairs might have 
equipped us for the new role, but we made 
up for it handsomely by producing out of 


bert, Owen D. Young, Dwight W. Morrow 
and Roland W. Boyden—men whose keen 
minds, intellectual integrity and good will 
found a path through the unprecedented 
complexities of the post-war world and 
maintained for us the leadership in its reor- 
ganization, 

Mr. Boyden was among the first to bé 
drafted-in the nation’s diplomatic emer- 
gency. As a prominent lawyer in Boston 
and a public-spirited citizen, though never 
active in politics, he was called to Washing 
ton in 1917 to work with Mr. Hoover as 4 
member of the legal staff of the United 
States Food Administration. His services in 
this capacity and, after the armistice, as an 
important executive of the American Relief 
Administration, persuaded President Wilson 
to name him as the American representative 
on the Reparation Commission at the peace 


conference.

Subsequently, as “unofficia] observer,” he 
sat with various other international com- 
missions intent on unraveling the financial 
tangle left by the war and the Versailles 
treaty. President Harding reappointed him 
as unofficial observer with the Reparation 
Commission, in which position in 1923 he 
created a sensation by his blunt declaration 
that the reparations provisions of the Ver 
sailles treaty were impossible, that this im- 
possibility had seriously affected Germany$ 
financial condition and that the Allies would 
continue to suffer with Germany until! the 
treaty provisions were modified. Thoug 
looked upon as an indiscretion at the time, 
his expressed. opinion found embodiment 4 
few years later, first in the Dawes and then 
in the Young plan, 

At the time of his death, Mr. Boyden was 
a member of the Permanent Court of Arbi- 
tration at The Hague, succeeding Charles 
Evans Hughes, and also president of the 
arbitration tribunal set up under the Youns 
plan, both by appointment of President 
Hoover. He leaves a gap in our diplomatic 
phalanx that will be exceedingly difficult 
to fill,

Sweet and White Recipes for 
Two Person 
Menus. 


Containing a good percentage of 
minerals and enough starch to 
make them of value as an enérgy 
food, potatoes well deserve their 
settled place in the average menu. 

Often the young bride fears to 
attempt any way of serving pota- 
toes but mashed or baked, when 
there are many interesting recipes. 
The following are proportioned to 
be just right for two persons, and 
are worth giving a trial: 

Oven Fried Potatoes, 

Peel four medium-sized potatoes 
and cut in eighths lengthwise as 
for French friend potatoes. Grease 
a glass or metal baking dish gen- 
erously, using butter or any pre- 
ferred vegetable cooking fat. Put 
potatoes in the dish, which should 
be large enough to take them in a 
single layer. Sprinkle lightly with 
salt and pour two tablepsoons 
melted fat over them. Bake in a 
hot oven for about 25 minutes un- 
til tender, stirring several times so 
that they will brown evenly. Drain 
on soft paper before serving. This 
is a good recipe to use when having 
baked ham, baked chops or Swiss 
steak. 

Potatoes in Tomato Sauce. 

Cold boiled potatoes are best to 
use, though the fresh cooked ones 
can be used if more convenient. 
Melt one teaspoon butter in a small 
pan and add one teaspoon minced 
onion. Cook slowly for three min- 
utes, then add one-half cup concen- 
trated tomato soup. Heat to boil- 
ing point, add two cups cold cubed 
potatoes and heat gently for about 
five minutes, or until potatoes are 
warmed through. Just before serv- 
ing, stir in carefully two table- 
spoons evaporated milk or fresh 
cream, Serve with minced parsley. 
Sweet Potato Puff.

REFRIGERATOR HINTS 


Remember that the atmosphere 
in any automatic refrigerator—gas 
or electric—is a dry cold while that 
of ice cooled refrigerators is al- 
ways a little moist. Foods that are 
stored in any of the automatic re- 
frigerators should be covered to 
protect them from loss of mois- 
ture. 

This is especially true of lettuce, 
celery, meat and green vegetables, 
Salad greens and celery should be 
washed, put in deep pan and close- 
ly covered. Or they may be put in 
bags made of parchment paper. If 
not covered in this way, lettuce will

OF MINCEMEAT 


Home-Made Variety Good and 
Old English Recipe Is 
Given. 


Many women still like to make 
their own mincemeat for the 
Thankagiving and Christmas pies, 
and will soon be busy concocting 


this delectable pastry filler. ee 

Mincemeat is a mixture of ground 
meat, spices, fruit and sugar that 
improves in flavor if made some 
time before using. Made within the 
next two weeks, it will be just right 
for Thanksgiving. 

Here is a good recipe which is 
adapted from an cld English one. 
Store it in glass jars that can be 
sealed and it will keep for months, 
or can be used within 10 days. This 
recipe makes two quarts: 

Two and one-half pounds, lean 
beef, one pound beef suet, two 
quarts chopped tart apples, two 
pounds brown sugar, one cup mo- 
lasses, one quart cider, three pounds 
raisins, seeded and cut in pieces, 
two pounds currants, one-half 
pound finely cut citron, three cups 
grape juice, one tablespoon mace, 
one tablespoon cinnamon, one ta- 
spoon ground cloves, two teaspoons 
ground nutmeg, one teaspoon black 
pepper, salt to taste. 

Have meat in one plece. Put in 
a pan and add cold water to nearly 
cover. Simmer until very tender, 
or for about two hours. Cool in 
water, then lift out, slice and chop 
very fine. Put suet twice through 
meat chopper, mix with meat and 
add all other ingredients. Add one 
and one-half cups of meat stock 
{water in which the meat was 
cooked). 
casionally and cook slowly for one 
and three-fourths hours. Store in 
glass jars, cover closely and keep 
in a cool place until used. One 
quart makes a medium-sized pie.

THOMAS A. EDISON at the 
height of his power as an inventor. 
] on the eleventh of August, 1896. 
That date means much fo me. 
I think that I first saw him a year 
before. I had become chief engi- 
neer of the Detroit Edison Com- 
pany. He was returning from his 
father’s funeral at Port Huron ani 
he walked past the plant, which 
was next door to the Hotel Cadillac 
where he had spent the night. I 
saw him with a group of men—at 
least, someone told me that Edison 
was in the group, but they passed 
s0 quickly that I am by no means 
sure that I saw the right man. 
Our first actual meeting was at 
a dinner at the old Manhattan 
Beach Hotel at Manhattan Beach, 
which is just a few miles from 
Coney Island. We were holding an 
Edison convention—an annual 
event to which came the chief en- 
gineers and managers of the vari- 
ous Edison plants in order to ex- 
change experiences. I went with 
Alexander Dow, the president of 
the Detroit Edison Co. 
The dinner table was oval, with 
Mr. Edison at the head. At his 
right sat Charles Edgar, president 
of the Boston Edison Co., and I 
sat next to him. On the other 
side of the table were Samuel In- 
sull, who has since become great 
in the electrical industry; J. W. 
Lieb Jr., president of the New York 
Edison Co.; John Van Vleeck, the 
chief engineer of the New York

A Ollection is not so certain. 


During the afternoon session the 
convention had given itself up 
largely to discussing the new field 
that was opening for electricity in 
the charging of storage batteries 
for vehicles.

He said that a spark would give 
a much surer ignition and a contact. 
He asked me no end of details and 
I sketched everything for him, for 
I have always found that I could 
convey an idea quicker by sketching 
than by just describing it. When I 
had finished, he brought his fist 
down on the table with a bang and 
said: 

‘Young man, that’s the thing; you 
have it. Keep at it. Electric cars 
must keep near to power stations. 
The storage battery is too heavy. 
Steam cars won't do either, for they 
have to have a bojler and fire. Your 
car is self-contained—carries its 
own power plant—no fire, no boiler, 
no smoke and no steam. You have 
the thing. Keep at it.” 

That bang on the table was 
worth worlds to me. No man up to 
then had given me any encourage- 
ment. I had hoped that I was 
headed right, sometimes I knew 
that I was, sometimes I only won- 
dered if I was, but here all at once 
and out of a clear sky the greatest 
inventive genius in the world had 
given me a complete approval. The 
man who knew most about electric- 
ity in the world had said that for 
the purpose my gas motor was bet- 
ter than any electric motor could 
be—it could go long distances. he 
said, and there would be stations to 
supply the cars with hydro-carbon. 


that there could be nothing new 
and worth while that did not run 
by electricity! It was to be the uni- 
versal power. Of course their ex- 
pectation could not be fully real- 
ized because electricity is not a 
prime mover. 

It was wholly characteristic of 
Mr. Edison to have the broader 
vision and to know that, while the 
uses of electrical power could be 
extended almost indefinitely in 
some directions, there were others 


in which it could be at the best 
only a makeshift. Not the least 
among the many ramarkable quali- 
ties of the Edison mind was its abil- 
ity constantly to maintain a per- 
spective. He never had any blind 
enthusiasms.

N INVENTOR frequently 
A wastes his time and his money 

trying to extend his invention 
to uses for which it is not at all 
suitable. Edison never did this. 
He rode no hobbies. He viewed 
each problem that came up as a 
thing of itself, to be solved in ex- 
actly the right way. His approach 
was no more that of an electrician 
than that of a chemist. His knowl- 
edge was so nearly universal that 
he cannot be classed as an electri- 
cian or a chemist—in fact, Edison 
cannot be classified. He knew in- 
stinctively what things could be 


used for and what they could not 
be used for. 

The dinner was on the third day 
of the convention. Edison was al- 
ready, to my mind, the greatest 
man in the world, and ofcourse I 
wanted to talk more with him 
about my motor, but equally, of 
course, I could not go to him. How- 
ever, Edison had not forgotten our 
conversation, and one of his friends 
or associates named W. E. Gil- 
more said to me: 

“Come on, Edison wants to talk 
with you. He used to live in Michi- 
gan, not far from Detroit.”’ 

We talked that day when the 
convention broke up, and he had 
me ride up to New York with him. 
There was an open car on the train 
and Edison made for it. He al- 
ways liked to ride in the open, and 
on our automobile trips invariably 
rode in an open car in the front 
seat, beside the chauffeur. 


I thought he would continue his 
conversation about the gas motor. 
But he did not. My impression is 
that we had a little discussion as to 
the relative merits of gears and of 
a chain for transmitting the power 
from the motor to the wheels. 

On my first car I had used a 
chain, but on the second I was try- 
ing out a gear.

Michigan and his early life 
His inventions seemed of 
secondary interest to him. It s0 
happened that Pingree, the  pic- 
turesque Mayor of Detroit and later 
Governor of Michigan, was then 
talking about abolishing capital 
and so on, in the general fashion 
of that period, and was, on account 
of his position and solid character, 
making a good deal of stir.. Edison 
lived in a world of his own but he 
Knew exactly what was going on in 
the rest of the world. This anti- 
capital talk irritated him. 

“How do they expect to get any- 
thing without capital?’’ he re- 
marked. It seemed to me a sensi- 
ble remark. Capital is not every- 
thing, but still you cannot § start 
anything without capital.” 

Edison a few years before this 
had passed through a difficult ex- 
perience when he was in the midsi 
of extending his electric Hight sys- 
tem throughout the country, and 
he saw plainly that footless agita- 
tion against capital could only de- 
lay progréss. 

For without capital the plants 
could not be built and hence the 
benefits of the distribution of elec- 
tricity, both for lighting and for 
power, would be delayed and thus 
people, while they might grow 
poorer, could not grow more pros- 
perous. 

It is impossible to say now, after 
so many years, whether Mr. Edison 
then gave me his views on capital, 
but he has since frequently talked 
to me on the subject. He knew full 
well the evils that can attend pri- 
vate capital, but, whatever the ovils 
of private capital, he considered 
them vastly less than the evils 


there. 


which follow the misuse of public 
capital. 

Oftén he said, in effect, that, al- 
though with private capital a few 
may benefit unduly, yet the whole 
public benefits, for at least some- 
thing gets done and, since the en- 
terprise must stand on its own feet, 
the public eventually has _ to be 
served. But with public capital 
nothing much necessarily has to be 
done and as a rule nothing much is 
donc; a few insiders may benefit, 
but the public gets no benefit at all. 

He took the strictly practical 
view—which he carried through all 
his work—that results and results 
alone count. He often declared to 
me that it was a great mistake 
ever to have even the postal service 
run by the Government and that 
any first-class private corporation 
could give better service at lower 
rates and still turn a comfortable 
profit, while the Government, try 
as it will, has usually incurred a 
heavy deficit.

DISON was not in the least what 
Fis called a “stand-patter,”’ but 

also he was not areformer in the 
obstructive sense of that word. He 
was always trying for perfection, 
but he did not believe that, while 
waiting for perfection, one should 
do nothing at all. He knew entirely 
too much about the impossibility of 
achieving absolute mechanical per- 
fection to sit around waiting for 
the coming of absolute human per- 
fection.

My 
job with the electric light company 
was only a means to,an end. A 
man comes into this world, I be- 
lieve, with accumulated experiences 
which make his mind into a certain 
sort of career. My first car was 
a part of that experience and it 
had run. From it I learned some 
facts which I was putting into my 
second car. From that second car 
I learned some facts which I put 
into a third car. The process is 
still going on and will go-on as 
long as I live.

Running Ears 
OT so long ago it was common. 
Nw» believed that all children 
must have the so-called chiia- 
hood diseases. Mothers would de. 
liberately expose their wel! chil. 
dren, ‘“‘to have it over with.” 
* To some extent there is still er. 
rent the erroneous belief that every 
growing child must have a certain 
number of disabilities. ® 

Thus, children suffering from a 
scruffy eczema of the head are 
thought to be casting off bad blood. 
sore eyes are held to be a part of 
the disability of being a baby, and 
running ears the consequence of 
cutting teeth. 

Chronic infection of the ear leads 
to much suffering and deafness 
and a substantial number of 
deaths. The condition, however. 
can be avoided, and, if treated 
early, can be easily remedied. 

‘The history of practically al! 
cases Of. running ears in children 
is somewhat as follows: 

Because of a bad nose and throat 
condition, bad tonsils, enlarged 
adenoids, and the like, the Eu- 
stachean tube, which runs from 
the inner portion of the ear to the 
back of the throat, is invaded by 
germs. 

An acute infection séts in, pus is 
produced. At first the discharge 
due to the infection may run back 
into the throat. 

When, however, the infection is 
active and the secretions are too 
large to be drained rapidly, the 
tube becomes blocked and the ear 
drum bulges under the pressyre of 
the accumulated pus and serum. 

Pain then becomes acute. Ths 
ear drum may burst, and the secre- 


canal. 

The ear should receive medical 
attention as soon as the child com- 
plains. It should not be left to 


cure itself. In this manner an acute 


infection may become chronic. 

Never syringe a discharging ear. 
Wipe the outer ear canal, if you 
must, with clean cotton, but don't 
poke the ear. Avoid getting soap 
and water in it.
